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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant alleges that Lee et al. (USPN 
6,263,358) is deficient for failing to teach the claimed "at least one stage for each of the plurality of sub-tasks". Lee teaches a plurality of 
agents working collaboratively to process various portions of a task (col. 40 lines 2-8). Fig. 7 also shows how a task may be broken up 
into sub-tasks and worked on by various agents. Applicant also alleges that Lee fails to show a holding area. Lee discloses the software 
agents as having a mailbox that accepts and queues incoming work for processing (col. 8 lines 26-48). Although Lee does not use the 
terminology "holding area", the mailbox and queue hold incoming requests for a software agent, which functions in the same manner as 
the holding area claimed. The remainder of the arguments relate to the other references failing to make up for the alleged deficiencies of 
Lee. 
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
